ference in the style of the firm does not 
mean any chang e in the manag ement 
of the g reat mercantile establishment 
which has been known to the public 
for so many years as “ Bullene’s.”

Thayer and Mr. J . C. Fennell, who are 
now at the head of the establishment, 
have been connected with it for many 
years and are familiar fig ures to all of 
its patrons. 
The institution will con­ 
tinue to be just what it was under its 
former name, and its friends will have 
no trouble in recog nizing it because 
the death of Mr. Bullene has rendered 
expedient a chang e in the style of the 
lirm. 

T. Bird and Mr. W. B. Thayer, 
who have been partners and practically 
the local manag ers of the business for 
many years, have their names added to 
the tirra name.

With the same active and 
experienced men at the helm at which 
thc3^ have steadily g uided the business 
craft to continual and incrca.sing pros­ 
perity, the new firm of Emery, liird, 
Tha.yer & Co., succes.sors to B 11 lieue, 
Moore, Emery & Co., will remain one 
of the larg est enterprises of its kind in 
the United States. 
Naturally there is pronounced inter­ 
est in those who are to g uide the des­ 
tine’ of the g reat store. 
The g eneral 
public, and more especialU’^ the patrons 
of Bullene, Moore, Emery & Co., have 
often heard the name of Mr. Bird, but 
there are many patrons of the firm 
who, while lliej’’ know that he was the 
local manag er, still knew little of him 
pcrsonall3^ 
Mr. Bird was born in New 
Jersey and came to Kansas City in 
IhijS. 
Thus, thoug h a y^oung man he is 
an old resident. 
Mr. Bird had some 
commercial experience before he came 
w'cst. 
In 1875 Mr. Bird became inter­ 
ested in Bullene’s, which was then 
located in itso ld building at the corner 
of vSeventh and Main streets. 
In 1881 
he became a full partner and entered 
into the active manag ement of the 
firm's g eneral affairs. 
This position he 
has held ever since and is the one 
wiiich lie will continue to retain. 
Mr. Fennell is a New Yorker, having 
been born in the town of Dunkirk, in 
Chautauqua county, J uly '22, 1857. Like 
Mr. Bird, he .soug ht the West for rise 
in busine.ss life and in 1870 entered the 
employ of Georg e Peck & Co., one of 
the larg est dry g oods houses in Detroit.

L. T. Moore’s retirement is due 
to an accident wdiicli occurred prob­ 
ably tw*o months ag o. 
He was jour­ 
neying southward with intent to spend 
a brief vacation in Mexico. 
While 
boiling coffee over a small coal oil 
stove one day the coffee w*as overturned 
and scalded Mr. Moore severely. 
Hi# 
return homo was necessitated, and the 
shock was so protracted in its effects 
that his physicians have deemed it 
best that he abandon all active partici­ 
pation in business affairs. 
Mr. Moore 
cams from Alabama and has been a 
member of the firm in name as w ell as 
interest since 1871. 
He w ill leave soon 
for a southern health resort. 
Thus each of the partners has been 
either in the employ or a partner in the 
old house of Bullene, Moore, Emery <fc 
Co. for more than fifteen years and 
this period covers its most marked 
prog ress. 
Back in the “ sixties” the firm was 
Coates & Bullene, (a brother of the late 
T. B. Bullene). 
A year after the estab­ 
lishment of the above firm name Mr. 
T. B. Bullene boug ht the interest of 
Mr. Coates, and the firm sig n read Bul­ 
lene Bros. 
In 1807 Mr. NV. E. Emery, o f 
New 
York, was admitted into partnership 
and in 1870 Mr. L. T. Moore came and 
the firm name became Bullene, Moore, 
Emery & Co., and so it remained until 
to-day. 
The year previous to the entrance o f 
Xir. Moore had been one of pronounced 
g rowth and prosperity and the urg ent 
need of larg er and more commodious 
quarter.s became evident.
